London , Dee. 17. — An Armenian pro- 
fessor named Thoumain, residing in 
England, lias just received news of the 
cruel murder of his sister and her sons 
during the massacre in a town from 
whichihe himself was banished. 

A Vienna despatch ta the Daily Tele- 
graph says that M, Nelidoff, the Russian 
ambassador at Constantinople, is nego- 
tiating with the Porte for the return to 
Anatolia of 18,000 Armenians who are 
now refugees in Russia. 

The Daily News publishes a dispatch 
from Constantinople which says: "1 
have received a letter from a European 
resident dated November 23 giving the 
lirst details of the Aintahji massacre. 
The writer says: " It is difficult to get 
figures as we are always under a guard 
when we go to the town, but 200 seems a 
low figure for the killed, and some 
say Wat it was 100 while -100 were 
wounded. All the Christian shops and 
about Uf)0 houses were pillaged and 
many were burned. About one thous- 
and Armenians who took refuge in 
the khans and mosques at the beginning 
of the panic are still prisoners there for 
what purpose can only he surmised." 

The Daily News correspondent, con- 
tinues the narrator, appears to have 
witnessed the massacre from the Ameri- 
can mission. Ho says that all the 
western and southern parts of the city 
appeared to lie in an uproar, crowds 
rushing in every direction and the Bourd 
of nun;e rous pistol and gun shots being 
continually heard. A company of 
sixty soldiers was soon stationed 
in front of the American girls' 
seminary with pickets out to cover 
the approaches to the colleges. " lie 
could Eee the Christian women on 
the roofs," the writer in Aintab con- 
tinues, " helping by means of stones, 
clubs and firearms to drive oil' the assail- 
ants, *;isewhe.e the Turkish women 
crowded forward uttering a peculiar cry, 
sheering their men on to the attack. The 
massacres lasted almost a whole day, 
and although troops were posted around 
the Christian quarters it was renewed 
on November 1". Borne of the Moslems 
who assisted at the defence of the Ar- 
menians claimed and received £5 a- 
piece. 

A petroleum monopoly is about to be 
granted by the Sultan toa Russian nam- 
ed Theodore Magrocordao. The appli- 
cant engages to raise a loan of £4,000,000, 
£1,000,000 of which is to be paid to Kus- 
sii an account of the war indemnity, and 
the remainder to be placed at the dis- 
posal of the Turkish treasury. The Rus- 
sian will start his own reiinery for Rus- 
sian oil. This correspondent also says : 

•' The French embassy has received 
news of the pillage and destruction of 
'the Franciscan convent at Jenidjekaleh, 
near Marash. Five of the n^ident bro- 
thers are missing. Some teport that 
they have been murdered an<l othws 
'that they have taken refuge with the 
Zei'iounliB."

U. S. FINANCES. 

Secretary Carlisle Thinks Existing Revenue 
Laws Will Supply All the In- 
come Necessary. 

Washington, Dec. 16. — Secretary of 
the Treasury Carlisle's annual report on 
the national finances, sent to Congress 
to-day, shows that the revenues of the 
government from all sources during the 
fiscal year ended June 30, 1895, amount- 
ed to $390,373,403. The expenditures 
during the same period aggregate $4;i;i,- 
178,426, leaving a deficit for the year of 
$43,805,223. The revenue for the cur- 
rent year is estimated at if 431 ,007,407 
and .the expenditures at $448,907,407, 
which will leave a deficit of $17,000,000 
for the coming lineal year ending June 
30, 1807, The Secretary estimates the 
receipts at $4u4,000",000 and the 
expenditures at $457,000,000, or an 
estimated surplus of $7,000,000. There 
is, he says, no reason to doubt 
the ability of the government to dis- 
charge all its current obligations during 
the present fiscal year and have a large 
cash balance at the close,, without im- 
posing additional taxation upon the peo- 
ple, but urged that the Secretary of the 
Treasury ought always to have author- 
ity to issue and sell short time bonds 
bearing a low rate of interest, to supply 
casual deficiencies in the revenue. With 
a complete return to the normal busi- 
ness conditions of the country and pro- 
per legislative and executive supervision 
over expenditures, the reven ue laws now 
in force will, he. thinks, yield ample 
means for the support of the public ser- 
vice, and the usual state of prosperity 
will continue without serious interrup- 
tion.

Washington, Dec. 10. — Senator Car- 
ter, of Montana, to-day introduced a biil 
authorizing the Pacific Cable Co., a cor- 
poration organized under the laws of 
New York, to build a submarine 
cable [from some point on the 
Pacific coast to the l.'.twaiian islands 
and Japan. It is to touch at Pearl har- 
bor in Hawa'i and such other points as 
are deemed advisable. No liability for 
construction is to attach to the U. S. ; 
but the U. S. shall pay for a period ol 
twenty years a sum of $25 
per nautical mile not to exceed 
$72,000, and all messages of the U. S. are 
to be carried over the line free for that 
period, and given preference in trans- 
mission. In case of war the U. S. may 
take possession of the line. Press rates 
over the line shall not exceed half the 
rate paid for ordinary messages. The 
line must Ijc laid and-iti working order 
within two years from the approval of 
the bill.

— W. F. King, Cana- 
dian boundary commissioner, has re- 
turned from Washington, whither he 
had been to confer with his eo-eommis- 
sioner General Duffleld, chief of the U.

WINNIPEG WIRINGS. 

Disastrous and Fatal Fire-Narrow Escape 
of Hon. Joseph Martin, M. P., 
Manitoba Schools. 

Winnipeg, Dee. 16.— (Special)— This 
morning Winnipeg had another dis- 
astrous and fatal fire. The blaze was 
discovered about o'clock in the lower 
flat of the Cauchon block, which is 
largely occupied as a tenement building, 
some of the lxjst families in Winnipeg 
residing there. The flames cut off all 
escape by the stairway, and the 100 or 
more people in the building had to be 
rescued from the top story windows. 
All escaped in their night clothing with 
the exception of 'Major J. H. Morrice and 
his wife. The Major expired from suf- 
focation shortly after being curried out, 
and the charred body of Mrs. 
Morrice was found in the ruins 
this afternoon. Both were well 
known citizens of Winnipeg, the 
major having arrived here with the iirBt 
Red Kiver expedition. Miss Talbot was 
badly burned about the face and Mr. 
and Mrs. C. E. Baby were badly injured 
by jumping from a window. Among 
those who escaped in scant clothing 
were Hon. Joseph Martin, wife and 
daughter, who occupied apartments in 
the buildidg. The loss on the building 
is about $20,000; insurance- $30,000 in 
the Guardian and $10,000 in the Royal. 
Tiie contents of the rooms were insured 
for small amounts in several companies. 
The Manitoba Plumbing Campany sus- 
tained a lossof $2,500; insured for $1,200 
in the British American.

TO REACH THE YUKON. 

Captain Moore Again Presents the Advan- 
tages of the Portage Route. 

To the Editor : — For ten years the 
miners and prospectors in the Yukon 
region have met with unparalleled diffi- 
culties and hardships, owing to the long, 
circuitous and dangerous route whereby 
this immense basin has been supplied 
with the necessaries of life. There has 
been a shortage every winter, causing a 
serious drawback to the miners, as win- 
ter is the best time to sleigh 
their supplies to the outlying 
creeks where their claims are 
located. I shall now endeavor to 
convince your readers that it is danger- 
ous to depend any longer on the St. 
Michael's route, which is only accessible 
two months and a half in each year, and 
there is also great danger from the ice 
floeH. 

A few years ago, at the approach of 
winter, one hundred and fifty men at 
Forty Mile Creek were anxiously await- 
ing the supply steamer, long overdue. 
Flour could not be obtained in camp for 
its weight in gold, and bacon and 
beans were luxuries of by-gone days. 
A crisis was fast approaching, when In- 
dian runners arrived with the startling 
information that the steamer was 
wrecked not far from the mouth of the 
river and no' grub could come to them 
that winter. Work stopped then and 
there and an exodus fertile coast began ; 
it was stay and starve, or reach the 
wrecked steamer and live. 

After a journey of SIR) miles, involving 
incalculable suffering, Nuklukahyet, a 
trading post of the Tanneh Indiana, was 
readied. It was found the steamer had 
been patched up and had arrived 
at that place, but the supplies 
were in a terrible condition. The flour, 
which had soaked in the water, harden- 
ed, and had to he beaten with chilis and 
put through sieves. It was streaked 
with mould, while the bacon resembled 
blubber. 

About ninety of the party took pos- 
session of the steamer Xew Racket, 
which was lying at Nuklukahyet, and 
mid started for St. Nichols. At Nulate 
the ice cut through the steumer, render- 
ing her useless, so the ren.ainder of the 
trip was accomplished by lend, through 
snow and slush, until Norton's 
Sound was reached, about seventv 
miles north of St. Michaels. l't 
will lie seen from the above how neces- 
sary it is that people should have other 
waysof ingress and egress. St. Michael's 
is n. barren island, where there is neither 
wood nor water, and when high winds 
begin to blow vessels have to get under 
way and stand out to sea. 

Starting by river steamer the traveller 
proceeds about 75 miles to the mouth of 
the river, 51) miles of this being very 
dangerous for the class of steam- 
ers employed. There has been one 
steamer stranded ond others have met 
with very serious trouble, this fifty 
miles being open to the full sweep of 
Norton sound, which is equal to the 
Behrmg sea. 

From the entrance of the river (he 
distance is 1,000 miles to Forty Mile 
river, and obstacles such as sandbars 
and snags are numerous. Forty Mile 
river is about 900 miles from the source 
of the upper Teslian river in the western 
slope of tin; Cassiar district, 

The portage route, the adoption of 
which I have long advocated, is much 
better and safer, 

Leaving Victoria for the portage the 
vessel passes through the inner channels, 
where the traveller enjoys the grand 
scenery of Northern British Columbia 
and Southern Alaska. These waters have 
been so well explored, beaconed and 
buoyed, that accidents have be- 
come a thing of the past. 
Three and a half days of direct steaming 
brings you to the terminus of the Yukon 



portage, where there is a good harbor 
accessible at all seasons of the year, free 
from ice and icebergs. This is within 
14 miles of the source of one of the larger 
branches of the Yukon river, and 15 
miles farther are the navigable waters of 
ttie Yukon. With a moderate expendi- 
ture the trade and traffic of this region 
can he diverted thiough Victoria, Brit- 
ish Columbia. 

Should the government not see its way 
clear to build a wagon road or a narrow 
gauge railroad at once, a small expendi- 
ture on the line of route that lias been 
recommended by the eminent explorers 
of the Dominion and others would be a 
great public benefit. The line referred 
to is in the undisputed territory of 
British Columbia. When the contem- 
plated work on this route is completed 
the traveler may take his buggy from 
the ocean terminal point of Lynn Canal 
and drive over to the navigable waters 
of the Yukon in live hours and then 
step aboard the river steamer. A 
direct mail service from Victoria to 
Forty Mile Creek would bring the mer- 
chants of Southern British Columbia in 
direct communication with these great 
gold fields, and would give them the op- 
portunity of supplying twelve or lifteen 
thousand miners in the Canadian por- 
tion of the district.

CLAIM .JUMPING. 

Resolution Adopted at n Numerously At- 
tended Meeting Held at Vernon Calling 
for Government Action. 

At a fairly well attended meeting held 
at Vernon on Tuesday last, Mayor Mar- 
tin presiding, addresses were delivered 
by Mayor Martin, Messrs. Mclvaine, of 
Lumby; Hewitt, Bostock, \V. .1. Arm- 
strong,.!. W. Simmons, Duncan Wood, 
and .1. A. McKelvie, the following reso- 
lution was unanimously adopted : 

"Resolved, That this representative 
meeting of the citizens, miners and re- 
sidents of this district view with alarm 
the extent to which mineral claim jump- 
ing has been carried on, and consider it 
inimical to the interests and future pro- 
sperity, not only of the Okanagan dis- 
trict, but of the mining industry 
throughout the province, and that if al- 
lowed to continue it will retard the de- 
velopment of the mines, and prevent 
capital being brought into the country, 
owing to the insecurity of the title to the 
claims and the probability of their being 
tied up in litigation ; 

"We, therefore, request the govern- 
ment to immediately take the necessary 
steps to prevent claim jumping, which 
can be done by exercising their preroga- 
tive in instructing the recording officials 
not to allow a second record without the 
fullest investigation." 

THE SEALING INDUSTRY. 

Secretary Carlisle's References in His Re- 
port to This Important Subject. 

Washington, Dec. 16.— The report on 
pelagic sealing, presented tocongress to- 
day by Secretary Carlisle, shows that 
the Bob ring sea patrol fleet during Inst 
season, boarded and examined ninety- 
four vessels, fifty-four of which were 
engaged in sealing. The number of 
skins actually counted were 31,214. Many 
of the vessels in the revenue cutter ser- 
vice, the secretary says, are very old 
and nearly unseaworthy, and he recom- 
mends that four new ones be provided to 
takes the places of the McLane, Craw- 
ford and the .Seward, and one for the 
port of New York. The secretary says 
the government of Great Britain lias re- 
fused to renew the sealing regulations 
agreed upon for the season of 1894, pro- 
viding for the sealing of arms. The 
total catches of seals at sea in the award 
area during the last season was 56,291, 
as compared with 61,830 for the season 
of 1894. The catch on the seal islands 
was 15,000. A careful count of all seals 
on the islands 'last year makes the num- 
ber a little over 200,000, a decrease of 
over half since 1891 .

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CABINET REPRESEXTA TION. 

The people of British Columbia of 
both parties will lie pleased to hear that 
through t he honor bestowed on Mr. 
E. G. Prior, M.P., cabinet representa- 
tion has at length been secured. The com- 
plaint has long been by both Conserva- 
tives and Liberals that in every forma- 
tion and reconstruction of the Cabinet 
British Columbia's claims have been 
overlooked. It wits urged that this 
Province being the most distant from 
the Capital and the least known, both 
by the members of the Government and 
by the representatives of the people in 
Parliament, is more in need of representa- 
tion in the Ministry than any of the other 
provinces. Besides, as British Colum- 
bia's great ami varied resources became

As 
far as it has any meaning at all it. is a 
declaration in favor of separate schools 
for Manitoba, and by consequence in 
favor of interference with Manitoba in 
the matter id' education. The plea for 
investigation is simply a plea for delay. 
If Parliament is not to interfere in the 
matter what can be the object of further 
enquiry? To enlighten the Protestants 
says Mr. Laurier. What Protestants? 
The Protestants of Manitoba know all 
about the matter. To investigate the 
school question would be, as far as they 
are concerned, as sensible a pro- 
ceeding as investigating the multi- 
plication table If it is to en- 
lighten the Protestants oi the other 
provinces what have they, on the as- 
sumption that Manitoba is not to be 
interfered with, got to do with the school 
question of that Province? But it is 
evident that Mr. Laurier is of opinion 
that the Protestants of the other pro- 
vinces have something to do with the 
question, for he says that " as a Catholic 
he was in a position to go to the Pro- 
testants of the other provinces and ask 
for justice. He could do this more 
especially in Ontario," &c. This shows 
clearly enough that Mr. Laurier would 
take the Manitoba school question to the 
Dominion Parliament where the Pro- 
testants of the different provinces would 
have a voice in its settlement, or, us Mr. 
Laurier puts it, of doing " justice " to 
Manitoba's Roman Catholic minority. 
Our contemporary must, if it under- 
stands English, set Mr. Laurier down as 
a " coercionist." There is, if it is honest, 
no avoiding the painful duty. But it 
may be objected that Mr. Laurie: - was 
at the time speaking in Quebec and to 
a French Canadian audience. Pre- 
cisely. If he had been spesking in On- 
tario it would have been difficult to 
:\ ake head or tail of his utterances. In

Mr. Laurier spoke at Ste. Anne dc 
Bellevue, in Jacques Cartier County, on 
the evening of Saturday, the 7th inst., 
in favor of Mr. Napoleon Charbonneau, 
the Liberal candidate. One of the topics 
which he dismissed was the Manitoba 
school question. He, of course, tried U 
convince his hearers that the Govern- 
ment had no policy on this question, 
that the Ministers said one thing in one 
place and something else very different 
in another piac.e. After having given 
his version of the Government's course 
Mr. Laurier, according to the Montreal 
Star'H report, proceeded as follows : 

Mr. Laurier then quoted from La 
Minerve to show that the Government 
did not yet know what it would have to 
do in connection with the Manitoba 
schools. He claimed that he was in the 
right when he held that the question 
should be investigated. Some peoplo 
blamed him for holding this view, but 
while Catholics knew what these sepa- 
rate schools were there were many Pr£>- 
teBtants who did not. Even if all the 
Catholics in the Dominion were to unite 
on this question they would still form a 
minority. It was, therefore, evident that 
if they wanted to secure separato schools 
for the minority they must have the sup* 
port of a portion of the Protestant popu- 
lation. As a Catholic ho was in a posi- 
tion to go to the Protestants of the other 
provinces and ask for justice. He could 
do so all the more especially in Ontario, 
whore it was well known that the Lib-

AN UNCOMMON CASE. 

In Connection With Which George F. Drab- 
ble, J. P., ot Union, Stands Com- 
mitted for Trial. 

The first chapter in a very uncommon 
case has just been closed by the commit- 
tal for trial at the spring assizes of 
George V. Drabble, justice of the peace 
at Union Mines. The charge was obtain- 
ing monev by fraud from one Richard 
Walsh, and there are two or three simi- j 
lar cases in which the complainants have 
the same storv of misfortune to tell that 1 
Walsh has. 

He, it appears, was desirous of pur- 
chasing Kit) acres of land in the IS. ct N. 
railway reserve, anil as long ago as June, j 
1894, went to Drabble for informa- 
tion as to whether or not the 
particular section that had met I 
his fancy was for sale. Mr. Drabble, 
so the depositions say .informed him that 
the land was open, and also volunteered 
the information that he was commis- 
sioned by the railway company ?o repre- 
sent them in any negotiations for a sale. 
The outcome was that a bargain was 
closed and $130 was paid to Drabble as a 
fiist instalment on the purchase price, 
he receipting for the money in the name 
of the Esqnin.alt & Nanaimo Railway 
Co. " per Geo. F. Drabble." 

Later on the purchaser asked 
for an official receipt and was 
told that it would be given him 
as soon as it arrived from 
the head office of the company. As it 
did not come Walsh finally wrote to 
Mr. Solly, and was amazed at receiving 
the reply that no money had been re- 
ceived from Drabble and the land was 
still on the sale list. He then con- 
cluded that he had been victimized and 
instituted criminal proceedings, Mr. 
Solly in the meantime holding the land 
reserved, improvements to the value of 
$800 having been placed upon it. 

The cases of W. II. Davidson and 
William Machin are said to be almost 
parallel, save that Machin after putting 
in crops discovered that he was a tres- 
passer, the land having been previously 
disposed of by the company.

.Jir'es Results in Dr. 

Arrest.

Harry Creech is Also flaced Under 
Arrest as An Accomplice 
in the Crime. 



Proceedings of the Lust Day of the 
Coroner's Inquiry— Finding 
of the Jury. 



As a result of the inquiry into the cir- 
cumstances of the death of Mary Ellen 
Janes, Dr. J. K. Garrow was last night 
arrested by City Detective Perdue on a 
warrant charging him with murder, 
Harry Creech being at the same time 
arrested as an accessory before the fact. 
The information in eaeli case was based 
upon the evidence adduced at the coron- 
er's inquest, the inquiry— continued 
from Friday last — being resumed at nine 
yesterday morning and completed twelve 
hours later, when Forinan \V. 
<). Hanna presented the following 
as the finding of the jury, 

" We the members of the jury are ol 
opinion from the evidence produced be- 
fore us that Mary Ellen Janes, of 13 
Green street, Victoria city, came to her 
death on the lltb day of December, 
1895, by blood poisoning, a result of im- 
proper medical treatment by Dr. Gar- 
row, although without criminal intent; 
we are also of opinion that Henry Creech 
deserves severe censure for his ungen- 
tlemanly actions in and around the 
house of the deceased Miss Janes, and 
for trying to blacken her character while 
giving bis evidence before this jury; 
we are also surprised at Dr. Frank W. 
Hall in not taking up the case at once, 
accompanied by some other medical 
practitioner." 

The police had, however, decided upon 
their line of action long before the dry 
had com pleted their task ; the infoima- 
tions in the case were, in fact, drawn up 
by Superintendent ilussey and -Mr. A. 
G.Smith, D'.A.G., during the jury's re- 
tirement to consider their verdict. 
Neither Dr. Garrow nor Creech express- 
ed surprise on being infer med t hat they 
were under arrest, nor was any state- 
ment made by either. The develop- 
ments of the inquest had prepared the 
way for this climax. 

The first of a number of new witnesses 
called on the re-opening of the inquiry 
was Mrs. Wallenstine, of SlCrreen street, 
an old friend of the deceased, who hail 
been one of the ladies in attendance up- 
on the unfortunate girl during the last 
days of her fatal illness. She had asked 
Miss Janes oncoming in Tuesday morn- 
ing what the trouble was, and had re- 
ceived the reply: 

" I have suffered something terrible; 
1 thought last night J should die— and I 
don't want to die." 

" Oh, you're worth a dozen dead onGS 
yet," the witness had said m an effort to 
" cheer her up," afterwards devoting 
heroclf to alleviating as much as possible 
the noor girl's suffering. It was Harry 
Creech who admitted her to the house, 
and it was by Creech's directions that 
the medicine was administered. In fact 
he directed everything and appeared to 
have absolute control over the entire 
household; he never left the room for 
five minutes eitlier day or night, giving 
the women folk no opportunity ior any 
private conversation with the sick girl. 
When not doing something ■ ubout 
the room, he was lying on 
the bed beside the patient, 
or leaning over her talking to her. Al- 
though he had been the girl's affianced 
husband for four or live years witness as 
well as the other women neighbors eon- j 
eidered Greet i's continued presence in i 
the sick room unnecessary, improper 
and ungentlemanly. If the girl had had 
no mother she (Mrs. Wallenstine) would 
certainly have had him put out of the 
room. He gave the girl no opportunity 
to converse with anyone hut himself. 

Cross-examined by Chief of Police 
Sheppard. Mrs. Wallenstine continued 
that she bad never seen Miss Janes in 
the company of iiuy man other than 
Creech dining years past, and in 
fact it was her habit if asked to go any- 
where even by her lady friends to reply 
that she 'would have to ask Harry 
first." As to the nature of her illness, 
with the other three married women 
present she had come to the conclusion 
that if Nellie was not a wife she should 
have been. 

Before leaving the witness box Mrs. 
Wallenstine impressively testilied to the 
kind and loveable disposition of the 
young girl. 

" She was a pure and virtuous girl till 
she met Harry Creech,'' she added, 
"anil I'm sure he was the cause of all 
the trouble." 

Mrs. Henry Castleton gave corrohative 
evidence as to Creech's continued pres- 
ence in the sickroom, and to the fact 
that during the period of their engage- 
ment no man besides Creech ever went 
with MisH Janes. She was devoted to 
him' 

Mrs. Janes, I he mother of the dead 
girl, on being recalled, testified that her 
daughter had at no time told her of the 
nature of the trouble — nor had she ever 
suspected it even alter the operation, the 
nature of which she had not even 
guessed. When the deceased was first 
taken ill, Creech said that he would take 
her to the doctor— to Dr. Frank Hall. 
On their return the witness was told by 
her daughter that the doctor had said It 
was only a had cold, and she 
would have to take hot baths and 
hot drinks — Creech said that she had 
been running the sewing machine too 
much. Afterwards when the illness 
took a more dangerous turn 'Creech 
spent most of the tune with her in the 
sick room. 

" I did not tell him to go away," said 
the grief-stricken mother between her 
souh, " for he said he wanted to he with 
her and render all the help in his new- 
er — and she was so very fond of him. 
I took him for an upright, hon- 
est man ; now I know him to 
have been the cause of my 
poor girl's ruin and her death. How do 
1 know ? I know she never went witW 
or cared anything for any other man, 
and if Creech says other than Hub he 
lies.' 

Concluding her testimony Mrs. Janes ! 
denied that she had known of any medi

quest opened, know that Dr. Garrow had 
an existence. 

Dr. John Lang deposed to having 
made a partial post mortem examination 
on the body of the deceased to ascertain 
if any injury had been produced by in- 
struments, and detailed the condition of 
I he various organs. The; examination 
disclosed entire absence of anything that 
would naturally cause a miscarriage. 

The prescription given by Dr. Garrow 
and referred to in Creech's evidence at 
the opening of the inquiry being placed 
in Dr. Lang's hand he described the 
medicine called for as containing 
but one ingredient, a drug only 
used for the purpose of arrest- 
ing hemorrhage or to produce uterine 
contraction. It would not be given by 
any judicious practitioner if hojenew 
pregnancy was present; ami he had never 
known or heard of such a thing as pre- 
scribing it for vomiting of any kind. 

It was the drug commonly used in 
producing abortion — in fact the only ef- 
fective drug having direct action. "Due 
pill every 5 or lr-urs as required," the 
directions accompanying the pre- 
scription, he considered most in- 
definite and inadequate — especially 
when as in this case twenty-four pills 
were proered. The securing of an abpr- 
tion could only be necssury and justi- 
fiable when it was the only means avail- 
able to save the life of the mother; in 
such an event the doctor operating 
should call in[a brother practitioner to 
share the responsibility and only operate 
at the home of the patient or at the 
hospital. If a patient was able to coine 
to the office of her medical adviser such 
an operation could not be imperative, 
nor would it be safe to perform such an 
operation at a physician's office. 

Wallace S. Terry, a dispensing clerk 
in the employ of D. K. Ca pbell, iden- 
tified Dr. Garrow's prescription as one 
which Harry Cieeeh had brought to him 
to be filled. The dose was inside of the 
maximum and the directions, though 
nut very definite, he accepted as sutfi- 
cient, they having been given by a duly 
licensed practitioner.

ever away the girl must have been very 
cunning to conceal her acquaintance 
with some other man. His marriage 
with the deceased had been arranged for 
June and would have been celebrated 
much sooner only he could not a f lord to 
marry yet. The girl had never accused 
him as her seducer and ho had never 
been to her any thing more than a true 
and good friend. 

Throughout his examination and cross- 
examination this witness so frequently 
contradicted himself in important de- 
tails that to make a comprehensive sum- 
mary of his evidence is practically im- 
possible. He did not oiler any explan- 
ation of his statement to Mrs. 'Wallen- 
stine, after the girl's death, that they 
were to have been married in June — in 
view of his other statement that the en- 
gagement had been broken off the pre- 
vious Saturday. 

Frank VV. Hall, M.D., on being recall- 
ed , testified to Creech on his first call 
telling him that the girl was pregnant 
and described her condition in detail. He 
had then said that Dr. Garrow had per- 
formed an operation to pro luce abortion, 
and witness had thereupon declined to 

have anything to do with the case. He 

prescription filled didn't want to get mixed up in such a 
the girl growing dirty business, and besides it was Gar- 
Hall declining to attend row s case and he thought that doctor 



her, he did not get Dr. Garrow because 
she refused to have anyone but Dr. 
Hall. Witness did not think of getting 
any other doctor, as Di . Hall had 
previously attended both the deceased 
and her brother; he had, however, only 
a few days before taken her to Dr. 
Garrow's because she hail asked him to 
— and at 'the same time had asked him 
not to say anything to her mother. He 
did not then think tit anything being 
wrong and made no inquiry. His reason 
for remaining in the room during the 
fatal illness of the deceased was that the 
girl insisted on him remaining and lie 
had given her his promise to do so. It 
was on the Saturday before her death 
that the engagement was broken oil', 
when the tleeeased confessed that she 
had been unfaithful. There was no ring 
returned — site did not offer it nor ite 
think to ask for it. 

Under cross-examination by the De- 
put) Attorney-General, Creech said that 
he had first met Dr. barrow several 
years ngo when, as anempl 
^ Erskine, he had gone to the doctor' 
office — then over Cochrane & Munn's 
drug store — to make certain alterations. 
He had never met the doctor since to 
sneak to. 

As to his having remained continually 
in the sick room to prevent any conver- 
sation between the gitl and her women 
friends, he denied that the facts were 
as represented in the evidence. He 
had not remained in the room when the 
Led linen was/ changed, nor had he 
locked the door and refused to admit 
Mrs. Wallenstine. She bail had plenty 
of opportunity to talk with the tleeeased, 
but the truth was that the girl disliked 
her and instead of making a confidante 
of her wanted her out of the house. Mrs. 
Wallenstine's testimony in regard to 
him (Creech) was he felt sure inspired 
by spite, as she had never liked him. 
His only reason for remaining in the 
room was that the girl had asked him to 
and he had promised . e would stay with 
her until all was over. On his first 
visit to Dr. Hall hi; (witness; had 
told the doctor that Dr. Garrow had 
been consulted and said that the girl 
was in the family way. He denied ali 
responsibility for her being in this con- 
dition, though he had never known her 
to go with anyone else. For himself he 
thought too much of her and respected 
her too highly to wrong her. Mrs. Janes 
had not at any time asked him what was 
the matter with her daughter and he 
had not told her as he had promised the 
girl he would keep her secret. He had 
he believed suggested that she tell her 
mother of her condition when she con- 
fessed ber unfaithfulness to him and she 
had begged and prayed him not to. 

W..ile hehad told Dr. Hall the girl 
was pregnant and Dr. Garrow bail per- 
formed tin operation for her he did not 
know anythingof the nature of the oper- 
ation. Thecirl certainly was not troubled 
with persistent vomiting when he know 
of her going to Dr. Garrow lirst and 
when she gave him that doctor's pre- 
scription to have tilled lor her. In his 
conversations with her she did not ac- 
cuse anyone of having wronged her; 
when she confessed that she had de- 
ceived him she cried and appeared to feel

should see it through. Creech being so 
persistent he had been practically 
forced to visit the girl oil 
the Sunday night and had then 
removed the protruding placenta, the 
mother being present at the time. She 
took no special notice of what he (wit- 
ness) was doing and asked no question. 
Having done this much ho considered 
that his duty ceased and he would not 
have gone near the case again if he had 
not again been practically compelled to 
on the Tuesday morning. He then de- 
cided that an operation was the only 
tiling that could save the girl's life, and 
accordingly called in Dr. Eraser and 
made the operation with his assistance 
though at the time he told both Crei^h 
and the mother that the girl woultl not 
live. 

Under cross-examination Dr. Hall 
stated distinctly that Creech's first 
statement to him was that it was an 
abortion case, and it was on this account 
that he declined to attend. Such cases 
f Hastie | turned up in the course of practice not 
infrequently, and the only ui; usual thing 
about this case was that parti cuiars were 
given — Creech named Dr. Harrow as 
having performed the operation. Wit- 
ness considered that he had done all he 
could for the girl when he performed 
the operation ; she undoubtedly died of 
septicaemia, the result, of tin abortion 
having been produced. This he knew 
to be a criminal offence. Alter the 
death of the girl he had consulted with 
Drs. Davie, Eraser and Ernest Hall as to 
the steps to be taken Dr. Ernest Hall 
had sought Dr. Lang's opinion, and the 
same morning Dr. Crompton (thecoron 
er) called at his (Dr. Hall's) office and 
was given the particulars of the case in 
response to his inquiries. Afterwards, 
the same afternoon, he had called Dr. 
Crompton up by telephone and officially 
reported the case — the conversation of 
the morning lie looked upon as informal 
between brother practitioners. He 
himself knew of numerous instances 
where the procuring of an abortion 
might be necessary to save the li'eof the 
patient; on this occasion it was evident- 
ly not called for. Under no circum- 
stances should the operation be per- 
formed as in this case— the patient 
should be put to bed, absolute quiet 
should he insisted upon, and the great- 
est care tthould be taken to have the in- 
struments perfectly clean and the anti- 
septic, treatment perfect. He hnd not 
explained the case because he did not 
feel that it was his doty to until asked ; 
the mother had not asked him at all as 
to the cause of death. Mrs. Wallenstine 
had, and he had told her blood poison- 
ing; he had remarked to Dr. Eraser that 
he wished she would ask the cause of 
the poisoning so that he could explain. 

Dr. Garrow, being again called to the 
stand, dealt first with the evidence of 
Dr. Ernest Hall in regard to the conver- 
sation luul with witness. It was an en- 
tirely supposititious ease that was under 
discussion, and he (Dr. Garrow) had 
never imagined Dr. Hall to he referring 
to thia one, even though the circum- 
stances were somewhat similar. He had 
never heard of Mary Ellen Janes, and 
did not think when talking to Dr. Hall 
of the girl— or woman— who had come 
to the office. He and Dr. Hall had dif- 
fered, ti8 doctora frequently did, as to the 



orient in legitimate diagnosis — he was in 
a manner excusable; if he used itknow- 
ing'the girl's condition and with the in- 
tention of procuring an abortion ho was 
certainly guilty of the murder of Mary 
Ellen Janes. 

Another matter which he had to bring 
before the jury, much though lie 
regretted to do so, was the improper 
and unprofessional conduct of a portion 
of the medical fraternity here. He con- 
sidered that the conduct of Dr. Frank 
Hall in this case was deserving of 
severest censure. Eirst of all, he did 
not, he stfid, wish to be mixed up in such 
a case; had he been conscientious in this 
he would have done his duty 
and reported the facts to the 
police. He did not, however ; moreover 
he did not. see (hat the girl was properly 
treated, and on this account a portion of 
the blame for her death attached to him. 
Finally seeing that the girl was dying 
he made no effort to ascertain the truth 
from her, nor had he even then 
reported the facts to the authorities. 
Had the matter not been reported 
by an outsider the facts in regard to this 
poor girl's death would in all probabil- 
ity never have been brought out. 

The jury then retired and after an 
hour's deliberation brought in the ver- 
dict as above recorded.

sititious case they were discussing. The 

patient who came to his office on the 

30th of November, and whose name he 

did not then know— though he now 

knew it was the deceased Mary Ellen 

Janes— was not treated by him for the 

vomiting of pregnancy. She complained 

of headache and vomiting and said she 

was much distressed by symptoms of in- 
digestion. Witness made a casual and 

a physical examination, using the sound, 

but even this did not convince him that 

the girl or woman was pregnant; 

nor did she at any time hint that such 

was the fact. During his examination 

on Friday evening witness jiad denied 

having made an examination or per- 
formed an operation; this he wished to 

correct. What he had meant to say was 

that he had made no such examination 

at the house — it was at his office on 

Saturday, the 30th November. He had 

made many similar examinations in the 

course of his professional practice, in 

diagnosing similar cases, and thought 

it was quite proper. As to the 

question of name he had said 

at the former inquiry that he did not 

know Mary Ellen Janes, and after see- 
ing the body recognized it as that of his 

caller who had introduced herself as 

Mrs. Loveless or Loveridge. When lie 

came to writing the perscriptioji at his 

office the patient had asked him not to 

put in her name ; she said that she was 

staying with a Mrs. Jones on Spring 

Ridge and as he noticed that the pre- 
scription patl had on it the 

name of Jones' drug store, he 

had told her that the name made no 

difference — he would make it Jones. 
On being asked by the coroner what 

name his patient was known by in his 

books the witness explained that he had 

made no entry in regard to the case, in 

fact he seldom made any entries ii 

hooks — if his patients came and pait 

they did so — if they did n"t it was little 

use keeping track of them 

the books. Mrs. Loveridge hail paid 

him nothing for his professional 

services on this occasion ; she had, how- 
ever, paid him $5 on an account con 

tracted about a year ago, when she called 

on the 30th of November. He had al 

most forgotten her then, and could not 

now remember what he had trotted her 

for before — some trivial ailment. He 

disagreed with Dr. Lang as to the use of 

the drug he had prescribed ; he. found it 

useful in practice in many ways. He 

was certain as to Dr. Hall's being 

mistaken in connection with he 

(Dr. Garrow) having discussed this 

ease with him. It was purely a supposi- 
titious ease they were debating, and Dr 

Hall had no right to presume that he 

understood it to be the case of the de 
ceased. He believed that Dr. Ernest 

Hall had said at the time that a girl had 
just died under the circumstances he 
had related, and that rumorascribed her 
death to an abortion performed by wit- 
ness. Even then he did not connect the 
eases, though he did not remember 
having used the sound on any other 
woman within the fortnight. When 
Dr. Hall mentioned the current rumor 
witness had told him that it was false 
that he had performed such an opera- 
tion. He thought it quite possible that 
Mrs. Loveridge and Miss Mary Ellen 
Janes should be two distinct and differ- 
ent persons though looking very much 
alike. His treatment, he thought, 
would be endorsed by the oldest and 
best practitioners. 

At this point the coroner decided to 
rest the inquiry, no material evidence 
being likely to be developed in the 
examination of Drs. Eraser and Ernest 
Hall anil the brothers of the deceased. 

It was a very sad case from the com- 
mencement, he said, in submitting the 
evidence to the jury — especially sad as 
no evidence could be had to trace it, 
from the commencement. The first in- 
formation was had from Mr. Creech, and 
although his evidence in some re- 
spects was very unimportant ami 
full of contradictions and im- 
probabilities it was essential in 
some things. From Creech the informa- 
tion was first had that the girl had been 
to Dr. Garrow. The conversation be- 
tween Creech ami the girl in which he 
received this information was not mater- 
ial, inasmuch as the girl was not here to 
confirm the testimony. There could

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UNCLE SAM'S NAVY. 

HOW MARINES OF THE UNITED STATES 
ARE CARED FOR.

A ii):;Kno \v;.:i tutkcd by a reporter to 
give ill! :t< f.x.nt r,f wlutt lie received in 
tho Bdvvicii (if CJuclo Sam and how ho 
and his iVl!'.Wi< enjoyed themselves on 
board ship. The following was his 
story : 

"The [?ovorument engages marines for 
• a peried oi live years. At the end of that 
time the marine, may quit the service or 
lio may rn enlist. There is no doubt of 
his being nolo to continue in the service 
if ho does his work honestly. There is 
no worry about getting out of si job with 
Uuclo Sam. During the first and second 
years of the marine's service ho gets in 
money, paid monthly, $13. Tho third 
year ho gets $14, the fourth $15 and the, 
sixth $1(S. If at tho expiration of his 
first five years' service he re-enlists, ho 
gets $is ti mouth, and if 'he enlists for 
a third period of fivo years lie gets &Ji) 
a month in money. 

"That is the cash part of it, but that 
is not half of what a man in the service 
yets. The government clothes its men 
besides, and in very good style. It giv 
a marine a black helmet and a white 
one. These two are supposed to last for 
the period of enlistment, which is five 
years. There is no trouble about wear- 
ing them that length of time, as they 
are not often used. Tho marine also gets 
one undress cap a year, which is all lie 
needs. Ho also gets a storm cap each 
year. That makes 12 articles of head 
gear which the government supplies him 
with iu the course of five year-:, and ex- 
perience shows that that is quite snf 
flcient. It is nearly iL:oo hats a year, 
and there are not many workingmen 
who buy as many as that. 

"The marine also gels one <^ ' I tlror 
coat, which, as it is not frequency used, 
lasts !ive years very nicely. He rcceivt 
a fatigue jacket each year and an over 
coat. Ho gets eight pairs of blue trou- 
sers and eight pairs of linen ones in five 
years, and experience shows that if a 
man is careful he does not need that 
many. He is also supplied with 80 pail's 
of gloves for tho five years. He gets two 
Hunuel ovorshirts each year. Ho also 
has two undershirts and two pairs of 
drawers each year. He also receives 
four pairs of woolen socks and four 
pairs of cotton socks each year. He is 
supplied with three pairs of shoes each 
year and one pair of arctic shoes each 
season. He receives two pairs of blan- 
kets during the term of service. He is 
also given -10 linen collars and three 
pairs of suspenders during tho same 
time. Thar is tho outfit in the way of 
clothing which tho government gives 
each marine who joins the service. 
These articles are all of first class mate- 
rial, too, and very serviceable. There is 
no stint at all. There are a fow articles, 
like neckties and handkerchiefs, which 
tho marine must buy for himself. 

"If a man is careful and economical 
with his clothing, ho can save fully 
one-half of the allowance which he gets, 
and if ho saves any part of it ho is al- 
lowed so much money for tho clothing 
ho does not take. Thero are men in tho 
.service today who are taking only about 
one- half of what the government al- 
lows:, and at the end of their fivo years' 
service they will bo paid in money for 
tho clothes they did not take. Tho full 
valuo of the clothing allowed to each 
man for five years is $108. 

"The sleeping accommodations of the 
men are very good. SVhile on shore du- 
ty they live in houses and have beds, 
but while on shipboard they sleep in 
hammocks which tho government fur- 
nishes. The sleeping quarters, both on 
land and at sea, are clean and well ven- 
tilated. The food is all that a man needs. 
Sometimes the commissary is not well 
administered, and tho men complain, 
but they can soon get a change if they 
take their complaints to the proper offi- 
cer. The food is very good and of suffi- 
cient variety for any one. 

"The men on shipboard also get all 
they need free, and medical attendance 
costs them nothing. 

"Now this is the pay a man gets as 
a marine in the navy. He is well clothed 
and well fed. He sleeps in a good bed 
or a lianini ick, has proper attention if 
ho is sick draws handsome wages 

in cash every month. 

"His work is not at all burdensome. 
He has enough drill to keep him in the 
best physical condition and give his ap- 
petite a keen edge. He has lots of time 
lor amusement. On shore he can play 
billiards and pool free at the post, and 
he may enjoy all kinds of exercise in 
the gymnasium. The men play baseball, 
handball, football. They put Hio ham- 
mer and shot and enjoy themselves just 
■is much as the college boys do. The 
government also has at each post and oil 
shipboard a library and a "•Hiding room, 
where the men may ent' ,il themsel-es 
with books and papers.

TO BE READY FOIt WAR. 

Australian Colonics Concentrating Their 
Fighting Strength and Increasing and 
Arming Their Land Forces. 

Uneasiness is being experienced in 
noine parts of Australia because of the 
comparatively defenceless condition of 
the Colonies and the probable result in 
case, for instance, of hostilities between 
England and Russia. In New South 
Wales, while inquirers in parliament 
are being assured that there is no cause 
for apprehension, the military arrange- 
ments of the colony are rapidly being 
perfected, including tliR organization of 
a strong reserve. .Samples of magazine 
rifles suitable for service in Australia 
have been ordered from England, Upon 
their arrival an intercolonial committee 
will be assembled, with n view to the 
adoption of the same weapon by each of 
the colonies; and the outline of a federal 
military agreement has been drawn up. 

The Norwegian steamer Tiger, which 
lately arrived at Sydney from Vladivo- 
stok, reported that port as full of hus- 
sian men-of-war, and that there was a 
good deal of excitement in anticipation 
of a brush with Japan. 

The Lords of the Admiralty have writ- 
ten to the Premier of Victoria stating 
that the executive officers of the navy 
being at present insufficient to provide 
for the increased requirements of the 
fleet, they have obtained the sanction of 
Her Majesty in Council for the entry of j 
officers of the mercantile marine on the j 
supplementary list of lieutenants and 
other branches of the royal navy, so as 
to meet the pressure until the entry of 
cadets in the navy provides for require- 
ments. In future preference in entry 
will be given to officers who have been 
in the Royal Naval Reserve. The Pre- 
mier of Victoria has been looking into 
the retrenchment recently made in the 
defence department, and, acting on the 
advice of experts, he, with the concur- 
rence of the minister for defence, has de- 
cided to recommend the cabinet that the 
permanent naval force, which at present 
lias a strength of 151 officers and men, 
be gradually reduced by not tilling up 
vacancies as they occur, the money so 
saved to be devoted to increasing the 
strength of the permanent artillery at 
the forts at the Heads.

3.6 "Will Control the Inland Revenue 
Service— A Loss to the 
Artillery. 



When the Premier of Canada, Sir 
Mackenzie Bo well, was in V ictoria last 
summer, in reply to a deputation urging 
the representation of British Columbia 
in the Dominion cabinet he declared 
that while he could do nothing at the 
time, there being no vacancy, the claims 
of this province would be kept in mind. 
A bulletin and extra issued by the 
Colonist yesterday morning showed 
that this was no empty promise, for they 
contained the gratifying announcement 
that Lieut. -Col. K. G. Prior, one of 
the popular representatives of this 
district in the House of Commons, had 
been invited to become a member of the 
Queen's Privy Council for Canada, and 
at the same time to accept the charge of 
a department— that of Inland Revenue. 
As the news spread the Privy Council- 
lor-elect was the recipient of a host of 
congratulations. The news was the one 
topic of discussion on the streets, and 
the Pacific Club— of which, as well as 
the Union, Col. Prior is a member — 
promptly ran their flag to the masthead 
in honor of the event. 

Col. Prior has represented Victoria 
city and district in the Commons since 
1888, when he was returned by acclama- 
tion upon the acceptance of the office of 
postmaster by Mr. N. Shakespeare, one 
of the then members. He had had two 
years' legislative experienee,having been 
ii member for Victoria in the local legis- 
lature from ISSti until he resigned to ac- 
cept the highet honor in 18S8. 
At Ottawa Col. Prior's ability and 
address soon brought him in- 
to prominence. In those days 
Cabinet representation for the Pacific 
Province was not thought of, and in any 
case, with so many seniors on the spot 
seeking the honor and emoluments of 
office, far-off British Columbia ami the 
bright and popular stranger would have 
stood no chance against the older men ; 
but time and again, as opportunity 
offered, minor though coveted honors 
were bestowed upon him. In 18D0, for 
instance, Col. Prior was chosen to com- 
mand the rifle team to represent Canada 
at Bieley, where the commandant ami 
his marksmen won golden opinions 
which showed how wise had been the 
choice made. In 1891 and again in 185)5 
he was elected presidentof the Dominion 
Artillery Association. He was an 
honorary Aide-de-Camp to Lord Stanley 
of Preston, and has had the honor of 
serving the Karl of Aberdeen in the 
same capacity. These distinctions have 
naturally claimed first notice from the 
fact that Col. Prior has been so closely 
associated with military affairs. 

Victoria's representative was not a 
man of but one idea, however, ami he 
quickly made his influence felt in the 
house/the caucuB, and— most important 
of all— the departments, where he and 
his colleague, Mr. Earle, have from the 
first proved themselves stalwart cham- 
pions of the rights of their constituents 
and their province at large. Neither of 
them has t.<ken up much of the time of 
the house with speech making, which 
on the part of a private member counts 
for but little, but upon proper occasions 
Col. Prior was found to tie a ready, force- 
ful and fluent debater ; so that any de- 
partment of which he is the parliamen- 
tary head is not likely to sutler from 
the manner in which he will represent 
it in the House. 

Col Prior was born on the 21st May, 
1853, at Dallowgill, Yorkshire, Eng., his 
father lxung Rev. Henry Prior. He was 
educated as a mining engineer, aild 
came out to British Columbia under 
engagement with the Vancouver Coal 
llining and Land bmpany as assistant 
manager and engineer, serving them 
from 187:) to 1878. During that period, 
in 1875, he was elected a life member of 
the North of England Institute of Min- 
ing i*nd C'vil Engineers. From 1878 [,> 
1880 he was government inspector of 
mines for British Columbia. Subse- 
quently he wont into the iron and hard- 
ware bUBiness, establishing the firm of 
E. G. Prior & Co., Limited, of which he 
is the head, and which having branches 
at Vancouver and Kauiloops and busi- 
ness connections throughout the pro- 
vince has helped to give htm the in- 
timate knowledge be possesses of tin 
resources and requirements of all parts 
oi British Columbia. 

Since 1888 Col. Prior has been the offi- 
cer commanding the British Columbia 
Garrison Artillery, which honor let at- 
tained by promotion through the several 
commissioned ranks, in each <>( which 
he was a model officer ; ami under his 
able and popular direction the corps has 
flourished to a remarkable degree, in the 
face of exceptional difficulties and draw- 
backs. Ah while holding his new ap- 
pointment he will have to reside at Ot- 
tawa — beyond the limits of his military 
command — its acceptance involves his 
retirement from active participation in 
affairs of the B.CG.A.; and Col. Prior 
states that his resignation will bo ten- 
dered immediately. This he declares 
will he to him a source of great regret. 
There is no reason to doubt that his re- 
gret will be Bha ed by every member of 
the corps, aud that if— following the pre- 
cedent lately established in the cane of 
Hon. J. M. Gibson and the Thirteenth 
Battalion— Hon. E. G. Prior were made 
honorary Colonel of the B.CG.A. the 
appointment vtould be a most popular 
one. 

Having accepted "an office of emolu- 
ment under the crown " Col. Prior must 
seek re-election as a member of the 
House of Commons. This election has

M.P.,"of Victoria, of the appointment of 
Controller of Inland Revenue, coupled 
with the distinction of being called to 
the Queen's Privy Council for 
Canada. It was" in response 
to British Columbia's demand for 
cabinet representation, strengthened by 
the fact that she put forward so 
strong a candidate for any vacant port- 
folio, that the oiler was made to 
Col. Prior, but simply making him a 
Controller— the only office now available 
—would not serve the purpose, as the 
Controllers are not ex-ofneio Privy 
Councillors, who alone may be present 
at cabinet meetings. Therefore it was 
decided to make Col. Prior a member of 
the Privy Council so that he may be 
heard, as it is desired he shall be, when- 
ever the special interests of British Col- 
umbia are under consideration. Privy 
Councillors remain such for life, with 
the title of Honorable; while the Con- 
trollers are entitled to that prelix only 
while holding office. Hon. John V. 
Wood, who has been Controller of In- 
land Revenue since the creation of the 
office, to-day was transferred to the Cus- 
toms, .leuartment.and healso will hes worn 
of the Privv Council. Mr. Wood will 
administer both departments until Col. 
Prior arrives here, after his re-election. 
The salary attaching to the office Is 
|6,000 a year besides sessional in- 
demnity. 

Great satisfaction is expressed here at 
Col. Prior's acceptance of office, as it is 
generally recognized that he should 
prove a capable and popular administra- 
tor.
